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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On pages 20-21 , in regards to the independent 
claim 1 , Applicant argues that Shah fails to disclose the limitations "determining if said descriptor is enabled" and "rendering said 
descriptor is enabled" wherein Applicant argues that the limitations of the invention is refering to allowing the user to decide if a descriptor 
is to be rendered on the display be electing to have the descriptor disabled or enabled for streaming media presentation. However, the 
Examiner disagrees. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., allowing the user to decide if a descriptor is to be rendered on the display be electing to have the 
descriptor disabled or enabled for streaming media presentation) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 
26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Thus, based on the claim limitations of Claim 1, Shah et al disclosing determining if the descriptors are enabled in Page 10, lines 9-25 , 
Page 12, line 15 - Page 14, line 5 defines which video annotations are to be included into the video through an control stream. Since an 
author programmed instructions for annotations to appear on the video, the author determines and defines, thus enabled since the author 
determine the annotations to be enabled, for when and for the annotations to appear when the video stream is synchronized with the 
control stream and is played. 

Second, Shah et al discloses rendering and positioning the descriptor in the streaming media presentation if the descriptor is enabled. 
Since the descriptors have been determined to be enabled and to appear by the authors, Shah et al discloses of a GIF being rendered 
that has been programming to be "swimming" wherein to be positioned swimming within the stream boundaries in the video sequence 
containing the stream. (Page 13, line 29-Page 14, line 5) Thus, Shah et al shows an animated GIF (descriptor) being rendered and 
positioned in the streaming media presentation if the descriptors are enabled.. 
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
